Students  put  their  hard  work  into  making  their  masks  for  almost  one  month  and  wrote  a  story  about 
Greek  mythology’s  gods  and  goddesses.  They  invented  a  new  god/goddess  with  wonderful  ideas  to  decorate  their 
mask.  The  mask  exhibit  is  open  to  the  public  and  displayed  in  the  hallway  between  the  Distance  Learning 
Classroom  and  the  Visual  Arts  Classroom  in  the  Vocational  Building.  Come  and  see  these  awesome  masks.  Please 
do  not  touch  the  exhibit  and  keep  your  eyes  on  students  to  make  sure  that  they  do  not  play  or  touch  it.  Your 
cooperation  is  appreciated!  Enjoy  the  new  experience  of  the  Greek  mythology  masks! 

Call  for  Deaf  Exchange  Students  -  Came  Duhl,  a  field  representative  from  American  Field  Service  (AFS) 
Intercultural  Programs,  visited  ISD  campus  on  Friday,  November  22.  She  spoke  to  about  a  dozen  students  and  their 
teachers,  explaining  the  AFS  is  openly  recruiting  American  students  with  disabilities,  specifically  deafness,  foi  theii 
ranks.  Several  countries  already  send  their  own  deaf  students  to  the  United  States,  and  those  same  countries  have 
been  begging  for  students  in  return. 

AFS  offers  various  exchange  programs.  In  addition  to  the  School  Year  Program,  in  which  students  attend 
schools  in  their  host  countries,  there  are  also  programs  available  for  a  school  semester  and  for  the  summer.  Summer 
students  can  simply  stay  with  a  family  during  vacation,  participate  in  intensive  language  study,  or  be  involved  in 
community  service  projects.  Students  age  18+  have  the  opportunity  to  travel  abroad  to  participate  in  projects 
involving  environmental  conservation,  cultural  heritage  preservation,  or  working  with  children  the  eldeily,  the 
disabled,  and  others. 

The  cost  for  these  programs  varies.  However,  Ms.  Duhl  explained  that  the  DeWitt- Wallace  Diversity 
Initiative  scholarship  is  awarded  to  students  of  color  or  with  disabilities.  These  partial  scholarships,  worth  50%- 
80%  of  the  fee,  are  based  on  need,  geography,  and  a  commitment  to  raising  part  of  the  program  tuition.  Deadlines 
for  submitting  applications  for  these  scholarships  are  December  5,  January  30,  and  March  13.  Ms.  Duhl  emphasized 


that  early  applications  have  a  better  chance  of  being  funded.  All  programs  require  a  $75  application  fee.  Pre¬ 
application  forms  are  available  at  the  AFS  website;  www.afs.org/usa. 

Teachers  can  participate  in  the  Global  Educators  Program,  teaching  abroad  for  a  semester  or  for  a  month  in 
the  summer.  Scholarships  are  also  available  for  them.  For  more  information,  contact  Jim  Frenchik  in  High  School, 
or  visit  www.afs.org/usa.  You  can  also  get  information  by  calling  1-800-AFS-INFO,  or  by  email  at  afsinfo.org.

Call  for  Deaf  Exchange  Students  -  Came  Duhl,  a  field  representative  from  American  Field  Service  (AFS) 
Intercultural  Programs,  visited  ISD  campus  on  Friday,  November  22.  She  spoke  to  about  a  dozen  students 
and  their  teachers,  explaining  the  AFS  is  openly  recruiting  American  students  with  disabilities,  specifically 
deafness,  for  their  ranks.  Several  countries  already  send  their  own  deaf  students  to  the  United  States,  and 
those  same  countries  have  been  begging  for  students  in  return. 

AFS  offers  various  exchange  programs.  In  addition  to  the  School  Year  Program,  in  which 
students  attend  schools  in  their  host  countries,  there  are  also  programs  available  for  a  school  semestei  and 
for  the  summer.  Summer  students  can  simply  stay  with  a  family  during  vacation,  participate  in  intensive 
language  study,  or  be  involved  in  community  service  projects.  Students  age  18+  have  the  opportunity  to 
travel  abroad  to  participate  in  projects  involving  environmental  conservation,  cultural  heritage  preservation, 
or  working  with  children  the  elderly,  the  disabled,  and  others. 

The  cost  for  these  programs  varies.  However,  Ms.  Duhl  explained  that  the  DeWitt-Wallace  Diversitry 
Initiative  scholarship  is  awarded  to  students  of  color  or  with  disabilities.  These  partial  scholarships,  worth 
50%-80%  of  the  fee,  are  based  on  need,  geography,  and  a  commitment  to  raising  part  of  the  program 
tuition.  Deadlines  for  submitting  applications  for  these  scholarships  are  December  5,  January  30,  and 
March  13.  Ms.  Duhl  emphasized

Colorado  OUTWARD  BOUND  SCHOOL  -Technical  Skills  Course  through  the  Colorado  Outward  Bound 
School  Community  Programs  -  10  Day  Course,  May  27  -  June  5,  2003,  LEADVILLE  MOUNTAIN  CENTER, 
Leadville  Colorado 

This  course  will  provide  a  hands-on  approach  to  learning  the  technical  outdoor  skills  necessary  for  safe 
mountaineering.
